CliURCU OF ROME HAS PRIORITY 



KchoHS of th(; drauiatie speech 
which preceded the rt«lgnatlon of 
five dignitaries of the Proteetant 
Episcopal church from Its Board of 
Miasions recently still ring through 
the religlouB world. That signifi- 
cant action opens anew tbo great 
cubject of church unity and brings 
again to public notice the question: 
"I« the Kpiscoi>iiliiiii clnii(li drifting 
to Uoiiie?" Occasionally a group of 
the ritualistic wing of the Protestant 
Episcopal church lio unite with the 
8ae Qf St. Peter, altliounli they take 
with theui few coniiuunlcants. 

The issue which was brougfit up 
before the Board of Missions was 
one w hich accentuated the baalc dif- 
ferences between the Anglican com- 
mnnion and the other bran oh ea of 
the Protestant faiths, and also 
showed that however fixed many 
regard the gnlf between the (Mil- 
olies and the Bpiseopsllans. there is 
still hope it may yet be closed. One 
of the cynics remarked the other 
day that had it not been for the split 
in the Board of Missions, the Pan- 
ama Conference would never have 
been known. 

In January of this year a Commit- 
tee on Co-operation in Latin America 



under a banner of hostility to the 
largest church In Christendom. The 
objection of the minority In the 
board was not to send missionaries 
to the South American countriee, for 
there are already five Episcopalian 
dioceeee In Latin-American conntries, 
but In consorting with religious 
Iwdlea which are more or less rad- 
ically opposed to the Roman Oath- 
olies. The High cauireh party be* 
lieves that It ean agree trlth the 
Roman Catholics on some things, but 
that at present there is seriooe con- 
Aict with other religious bodies and 
the followers of the Bee of St Peter. 

Bishop Weller, on his recent visit 
to New York, in a talk with a re- 
porter, said that the Episcopal 
catUreh stood midway between the 
Roman Catholics and fh<^ Protestant 
churches, and as !i it w aa the 
hope of all who believed hi church 
unity that It would be the means of 
drawing Christendom more closely 
together. 

"The Episcopal church." said he. 
"has its orders, its ritual, its tradi- 
tions which the Catholics can under- 
stand. The Catholics do not under- 
stand the other Protestant bodies. I 
do not believe that In my life and 
perhaps not In the life of any person 
now living, church unity will come, 
but It Is my belief that some day 
there will be a united Christendom. 
It has been the position of the 
Anglican communion, that is of the 
Church of England, that it should 
not send missionaries -to any other 
than heathen lands. It Is a tactless 
and an inconsiderate act tor us to 
send delegatee to a oonferenee or 
congress which proceeds on the as- 
sumption that the peoples of South 
America are in darkness and thereby 
offend the Roman Catholic anthorl- 
tles."

In the original biiUetin it 
was set forth that such a conference 
would spiritualize the new era that 
was beginning to dawn In the South, 
and would give new heart and new 
force to the missionary forces 
throughout Latin America. "It can 
enlist," to quote directly from the 
bulletin, "the interest and the sup- 
port of the growing number of strong 
men who believe that evangelleal 
Christianity is the only hope of the 
American nations." 

The organization was proceeding 
apace when certain Episcopalian 
clergymen who unofBcially had 
Joined the movement drew attention 
to the fact that the Americas of the 
South were not "heathen lands" and 
and that for centuries they had been 
ministered to largely by the Roman 
Catholics. In fact, the Church of 
Rome claimed priority in that, when 
Christopher Columbus came to these 
shores to pive to Castile and Leon 
.1 new world, lie had brought with 
him certain Franciscans, and the 
mission to the people of the new 
continent had begun then and there. 
The promoters of the religious en- 
terprise had at the start sent cir- 
culars concerning the movement to 
the Catholic authorities and had re- 
reived no reply. It was held by 
certain Kplscopalians even then that 
there should have been something 
more than the mere announcemoit 
of the work, as far as notice to the 
Catholics was concerned. 

In arranging thus to take to 
Panama religious work for the up- 
building of Lsttltt America the pro- 
lectors of this great enterprise en- 
deavored to meet every objection. In 
this they have not been successful, 
for the High Church wing ' of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, which 
contains many members of the party 
which would bring about a union of 
all communions and Is now in close 
touch with the Greek church, ob- 
jected most strenuously to the Board 
of Missions sending any delegates to 
the conference. This party held that 
the priority of the work of the 
Catholics In the Latin American 
countries should be recognised In 
every sense and that, by holding a 
conference with Protestant bodies 
who were much more eeparated from 
the Roman CalboUes than the 
Anglican commnnloB, a breach was 
being widened. 

How the proposal to have a con- 
gress affected this Roman Catholics 
is shown by the pastoral letter, of 
the Bishop of Panama la which 'he, 
forbids all his followers, on the pen- 
alty of committing a mortal sin, 
from having anything to do with the 
Congress.

"The religious education of our 
children has been too long neglected 
and any means by which all per- 
suasions of religionists can be 
brought together willi the common 
idea of spreading, \vi li the aid of 
the public schools, the knowledge of 
the things concerning God is wel- 
comed. About thirty-five hours a 
week, approximately, a#e devoted by 
puhlic school childran to secular 
study, and probably not more than 
an hour a week to consideration of 
things concerning roUgion. Consid- 
ering ten hours of each twenty-four 
reserved for sleep and fourteen 
daily, or ninety-eight hours <t week 
for work and play, it can easily be 
seen that less than 1 per cent, of 
the average child's time Is devoted 
to 'the consideration of religion. 
Even this small percentage does not 
represent effective study, such as the 
secular study carried on according 
to academic methods Is intsnded to 
be. 

"It is compulsory in many Rta'es 
for the child to take up secular 
study, whereas religious study as a 
rule is passed over. While the 
teachers in secular schools use 
academic methods, it appears at 
present to >be the exo^lon and not 
the rule to have sdentiSc methods 
in the teaching attempted in the 
Sunday-schools. With the provision 
of more scerttlflc and effective re- 
ligious teachings the most logical 
thing in the worid to follow would 
be a greater consolidation of relig- 
ious thought, and religious- thought 
would be clarified, being lifted out 
of the base of Indeflniteness that 
surrounds it to some extent nf the 
present time because of lack of 
adequate training. Those who are 
schooled in ecclesiastical subjects 
have a religion that is real and clear 
to them, but there is no doubt that 
many persons lacking the advantage

UVING WAGE 



There was sadness in many Ash- 
land homes this week, due to the 
passing of Rev. Father N. N. 
Oosselin, the beloved pastor of the 
Holy Family chureh, who departed 
this life Sunday afternoon. Father 
Oosselin had been ill ifor some eight 
months, being stricken with paralysis 
while about his usual duties in 
Mareh of this year, and from which 
he never rallied sufficient to give his 
friends encouragement to hope fhat 
he would ever be well again. And 
while his death was not unexpected, 
yet his pa.^sing was a great shock 
to the entire community. There 
never was a man In Ashland more 
generally beloved than Rev. Father 
Gosselin. He went about his work 
so quietly and so patiently that he 
was almost unobserved by the gen- 
eral public, yet he made friends with 
everyone he met, and his field of 
usefulness was not confined to his 
own chureh alone. 'He was almost 
as much beloved by people outside 
of his own church as by members 
of his own denomination and he will 
be universally missed. (Father 
Rosselin had been pastor of Holy 
Family church for twenty-seven 
years, and through his efforts was 
established the High School and 
Business College and several other 
buildings were erected. The funeral 
took place Wednesilay morning, Rev.

By John A. Ryan, D. D. 
The cniristlan doctrine that 
private ownership is not an absolute 
right, but merely a form of steward- 
ship, according to which the indi- 
vidual holds his wealth from God 
and i.s obliged to administer it for 
tile bi'nefit of Others as well as of 
himself, was mora frequently 
preached and more generally and 
ritally accepted than it is today, 
in tho thirteenth century we find 
Pope Clement IV. permitting strang- 
ers to occupy and till the third part 
of any estate which the proprietor 
refused to put under cultivation 
himself. Pope Sixtus IV., in the 
fifteenth century, made the same 
regulation with regard to domains 
in the Papal territory. Here we have 
a clear recognition of the principle 
that a man has not a right to do 
what he pleases with his own, but 
only that which is consistent with 
ese right of common ownerahip In 
his needy neighbors. Every man 
performing a function in the 
medieval organization of industry 
was regarded as rendering a social 
service. In return for iliis contri- 
bution 10 the community the in- 
dividual had a right, according to 
medieval theory, to security in his 
position or status and to the means 
of living In conformity with the 
customs of his social rank. 

This was merely the doctrine of 
man's right to a living from the 
bounty of the earth, applied to the 
cx>ndltlons of medieval society. Con- 
crete assertions of the same prin- 
ciple are heard today in the 
of the laborer that be has a 
to work and a right to the Job that 
he has held for a considerable time; 
in the conviction of the employer 
that his workmen commit an act of 
injustice when they arbitrarily quit 
work, and in the contention of the 
Independent dealer or manufacturer 
that he lias a right lo the business 
of which he is depriied by tho 
practice of temporary underselling 
pursued by the trust. The prin- 
ciple underlying all these beliefs, 
medieval and modern, is that 
formulated by Aristotle as a canon 
of sodal expediency. "It is best to 
have property private, bat to make 
the use ot it common," and by 
Aquinas as a requirement of JusUce, 
"it is right that the ownership of 
goods should be private, but the use 
of them ought to be common, so 
that the owner may readily minister 
therefrom to the needs of others." 

According lo the foregoing reason- 
ing, it is evident that those wometl 
who are forced to provi<le tholr own 
sustenance have a right to what is 
a living wage for them. Since they 
have no other way of living but by 
heir labor, the compensation there- 
fore should be sufficient to enable 
them to live decently. Women do- 
ng the same work with the same de- 
gree of efficiency as men In oecupa- 
tions where both sexes are employed 
have a right not merely to a 
woman's living wage, but to the 
same remuneration as their mala 
fellow workers Distributive Justice 
requires that equally competent 
workers be rewarded equally. More- 
over when the women receive less 
pay than the men, the latter are 
gradually driven out of that occu- 
pation. Unless we hold that an 
Increase in the proportion of women 
workers Is desirable, we must admit 
that social welfare would be ad' 
vanced by the payment of uniform 
wages to both sexes for equally 
efficient labor. ' 

Children of either sex who have 
reached the age at which they can 
without detriment to themselves or 
society hecome wage earners, but 
who can not perform the work ol 
adults, have a right to a wage suf- 
ficient to afford them a decent liveli- 
hood. They are entitled to this be- 
cause their wages, generally speak- 
ing, constitute their sole sotirce of 
maintenance. It must be noted that 
a living wage for children refera tO 
their essential needs as raemben of 
a family, not to the requisites of 
boarding-house life, as this Is not 
the condition in which working chil- 
dren are usually placed. Finally 
children of either sex who perform 
the work of adults ought to receive 
the wages of adults, for the same 
reasons tbat Justify the payment of 
men's wages to equally efficient 
women.

Asserts that delays to American 
trade liave aldi'd Kngland in further 
Ing her own commerce. 

Declares that prize court decisions 
are based on the territorial law ot 
England' and not according to in 
tional precedent. 
Both press and people applaud the 
note and elng praise for Secretary 
Lansing and his stand. "Though 
Bngland has not destroyed American 
life, she has destroyed n ^re.if part 
of American trade to tlie advantage 
of her own commerce," Is a passage 
found in not a few of the editorials 
Here are comments that show the 
American feeling: 

"The British authorities may have 
supposed they were pulling the wool 
orer somebody's eyes, and vttinly 
Imagined they were deceiving others; 
but the President strips the alleged 
embargo of its gauzy garments, ex- 
poses its nakedness and ita pretenses 
and hypocrisy." 

"It has come at last, a strong, 
definite, nncompromislng note from 
the United States on Great Uritain's 
iUegsl interference with American 
trade. It ia to be hoped that the 
Washington administration intends 
to back it up, to the point of refus- 
ing to let Oreat Britain buy war 
munitions in this country any longer 
if these practices persist." 

"Secretary Lansing^ note to Oreat 
Britain protesting against further 
interference with the trade of this 
and other neutral countries is a plain 
and straightforward atatement of a 
series of truths wlUoh should have 
been accentuated when tlie first Ira- 
/prOptf SSliure of a neutral ship was 
niAdS. TllS Administration has 
ainnrbared ]uat one year too long on 
this tmportiuit isaue," 

The United States has stated its 
case and should stand firmly for 
every word therein. England must 
be made to uadwstand that our 
patienoe has reached the end.

'ILife 
would mean so much to us It we 
could visit some one for a little 
friendly t:iik. ' Oui socie ies se(>m 
to fall in reaching some of these 
Icind of girls, although they are real 
and In real need of just the right 
kind of sympathy.

Suddenly he aston- 
ished all his acquaintances by con- 
fesaing to an entire change of feel- 
ing and sentiment shortly after his 
coming of age. and he announced 
bis inienltdon of studying for the 
priesthood, giving up all pleaaures 
and allurements of tlie world for the 
toil and sacrifice of the ec<'lesiafit ical 
slate. He often said in after life 
'liat, neither man iinr book was the 
instrument of his i-onversioii, but 
that a sudden and secret stroke of 
grace opened his eyes to the noth- 
ingness of irreligion.

February jn lo^ 2o oA nexi 
year a "ConKress for Christian Work 
ill l.aiiii America'^ is to be held in 
the city of Panama. Tbe. Protestant 
denominations who ^re conduciing 
proselytlsation work in the southani 
American oountriea with tVe view of 
winning these peoples froAi the 
darkness o* Romanism are the 
•ponsors for the nieeting. With the 
same beautiful spirit of imiopeiue 
which has marked tlu'ir jjicviouK 
BCtiivities in Latin America, tlu" 
official call declares that "it shall 
be the purpose of tbe iPanaaua Cpn- 
gress to recognise all the elements 
of truth and goodness in any form 
of religious faith. Its approac'h to 
the people shall Im neither critical 
nor antagonistic, but inspired by the 
teachings and example of Christ and 
that charity which thtnketh no evil 
and reJoi<!eth not in iniquity, but 
ijoicefh in the truth." And the 
ttion is extended to "all com- 
munitiCb or organizations which ac- 
cept Jesus Oif/.-iL-as Divine Saviour 
and Lord, and the ^H7»V> ^'<'ripturea 
of the Old and New Testamel.WW 
the Revealed Word of Cod, aii'j 
whose purpose is to mal«e the will 
of Christ prevail In l^tin America." 

Of course, needless to say, tho 
'will of Christ" does not prevail in 
l..atin America, shackled as it is by 
the chains of the Roman monster. 
Not at all surprising is it therefore 
to read that the Catholic Bishop of 
Panama, when he learned that fho 
President of the Republic had 
grranted the- use of the National 
Theater to the "missionaries" issued 
a pastoral letter forbidding his peo- 
ple under pain of mortal sin from 
attending the sessions of the oon- 
gresB. And yet the well known 
periodical, the Outlook, under the 
pentic Kiiidaucc of the Rev. Lyman 
Abtiot. iliinkh that this "letter of 
llic Hinhfip of Panama is both ig- 
norant and vinilcnt ■ for "this con- 
erfSB. instead of lirinn sectarian or 
an invasWiii of another country for 
purpos.

The real vurposes of the meeting 
are iMtter understood hy other men 
conversant with affgirs in the Latin 
American countries, tt seems almost 
Impossible in fact that any intelli- 
Rent perron should imagine that a 
gatberinfc of Protestant mission- 
aries such as the present one should 
be for the disinterested "broad. 
Kcnerous. cat hoi i( " object that the 
editor of the Outlook declares It to 
be. Air. Barrett, of the Pan- 
American I'nion, has been quoted as 
condemnitiK the conjtress; and the 
determination on the part of a fac- 
I tion in the Kpiscopalian i luirch to 
I send a delega-tion to the meeiiiiK ha.s 
caused a aplit in that body. These 
men realize what the result of the 
conRress will be. iMr. iBarrett thinks 
it will Injure our trade by the 
antagonisms it will ' create. The 
E}pi8twpallan memt>ers of the Board 
of Missions who resigned because of 
the action of their organisation in 
the matter, particularly the Bishop 
of Fond du Lac. de( lar© It to be a 
"congress which has for its purpose 
the evanfreliziuK of Roman Catholic 
countries" and designate it "as a 
firebrand." coming "into the *enta- 
tlve negotiations toward closer har- 
mony between the varions branches 
of Christianity." 

Tbe fact of the matter is that this 
Pan.<Protestant Congress is nothing 
more nor less than one of those 
peculiar, hypocritical schemes which 
Protestant evangelists snd mission- 
aries in South Amerlea have heen 
concocting for many years. St is an 
effort for evangelisation pure and 
simple carried on under the guise of 
more closely uniting the peoples of 
the American continents- and of 
studying conditions in Latin Amer- 
ica. It is encouraging- to know that 
all non-Catholic minifiters and lay- 
men have not been deceived as to 
fhe real objects of this assemblage. 
That some have lent their voice and 
support to it is not a very favorable 
reflection upon their mental acumen 
or their moral stsndards.
